H urry get your banker on the phone. Cash in your bonds. 

The new gold rush is on. Have you made a fortune on the 
Internet yet? No? Geez, just about everyone else has. The 
rubes are lining up to pay hundreds of millions for nearly empty shells. 
Investors are ponying up billions for companies that would be laughed 
out of town if they weren’t BATHED IN THE PIXIE DUST of the Web. 


The frantic commercialization of the Internet 
has begun. And it’s not a pretty sight. Web 
pages are starting to look like cluttered out¬ 
field walls at Yankee Stadium. It’s tacky, like 
BUMPER STICKERS ON A FERRARI. 

Worse, even on ISDN or Tl lines, servers 
are so clogged that users end up spending way 
too much time staring while graphically inten¬ 
sive Web pages S-L-O-W-L-Y paint onscreen.

F ive years ago I wrote a column about the end of 
film, predicting digital photography would reign. 
Since then, film sales have soared. Reminds me of 
the increase in paper sales when computers appeared, 
heralding the paperless office. During a period of transi¬ 
tion, the popularity of the old commodity increases for 


a while, as people compare it with the 
new technology. 

Still, at some point the computer will 
take its toll on both film and paper. The 
transition away from film has become very 
apparent to me over the last month, while 
I’ve been playing with Chinon’s ES-3000 
electronic camera. Similar to models from 
Apple Computer and other companies, the 
ES-3000 takes between 21 and 100 or so 
640-by-480-pixel-resolution, full-color 
snapshots on a removable flash-memory 
card. You download the photos onto your 
hard disk, then erase them from the flash 
card so you can take more photos. If you 
have a child who likes to waste film taking 
pictures of cats, this camera will pay for 
itself in no time. Well, almost no time; it 
costs nearly $1,000. 

Internet Posting Once you play with 
electronic cameras, you’ll see why they’re 
the future of photography despite some 
present limitations. The Internet has a lot to 
do with the growing popularity of these 
devices—they make posting a photo on the 
Net a piece of cake. You take the picture, 
offload it onto the computer as a bit¬ 
map, then convert it to a JPEG file. The 
bitmaps are about 1MB and shrink to 50K 
on average, with little image degradation. 
People are loading pictures onto the Net as 
quickly as they can turn them into JPEGs, 
f Now the bad news. Unless you have a 
| dye-sublimation printer, the color print- 
| outs are not great. The 640-by-480 image 
* breaks up fast when you blow it up or 
J change the resolution. And digital photo- 
\ graphy uses video technology, capturing 
S the image in much the same way a cam- 
i corder does. In fact, you can grab still 


pictures with your camcorder if you set 
the shutter speed at 1/10,000 of a second. 

That’s how some newspapers get those 
weird sports shots. 

Taken at 30 frames per second, cam¬ 
corder stills work fine on newsprint. But 
video technology lacks the depth of con¬ 
trast you’ve come to expect from film. 

There’s a certain flatness to the picture, 
although this effect is somewhat dimin¬ 
ished when you view photo¬ 
graphs on a monitor. People Using

unresponsive shutter and digital SNAPSHOT, 
minimal features (I’m used 
to Nikon’s F4), but it does have a 3:1 
zoom, which is more than most other elec¬ 
tronic cameras offer. 

Not surprisingly, Kodak—the company 
that’s most likely to get hurt by the death of 
film—has gone into electronic cameras in a 
big way. Unfortunately, Kodak is clueless 


about the computer side of photography. 
For example, it announced a kiosk system 
to digitize and edit old photos, but chose 
Microsoft as the software provider to do 
the digital-image editing. Obviously 
nobody at Kodak ever heard of Adobe or 
any number of companies that actually sell 
such software. Microsoft is known for a lot 
of things, but photo-editing software is not 
on the list. Kodak probably wanted the 
Microsoft name just because some execu¬ 
tive used Excel and liked it. 

Photo Magic Still, you see the trend. 
And you sense the change in attitude. This 
is the weird part—the sociology of picture¬ 
taking. When you have one of these elec¬ 
tronic cameras, you want to use it. A lot. 
When the camcorder first appeared, you 
found people all over the place video¬ 
taping everything. Now I see fewer cam¬ 
corders at the zoo—I 
imagine some people just 
got tired of videotaping their 
lives. But with electronic 


cameras, you just want to 
keep shooting. You don’t 
care how things turn out. 
You can erase the really bad 
shots and fix the ones you 
want to keep using Adobe’s 
Photoshop or any of the 
new photo-editing software 
packages. It’s amazing what 
you can do to improve a 
mediocre snapshot. 

One of the biggest hard¬ 
ware hits this year is that little 
frame grabber, the Snappy- 
Video Snapshot from Play, 
which lets you use a cam¬ 
corder to grab photos. But 
the Snappy is inconvenient 
when compared with some¬ 
thing like Chinon’s ES-3000. Also, Chinon 
was wise to use the standard 640-by-480 PC 
resolution for its frame size. Many of its 
competitors use all sorts of oddball sizes. 

However you go about it, get into dig¬ 
ital photography. It’s another good reason 
to have a PC.

But its SRS Labs 
3-D surround-sound system 
can be upgraded to wavetable, 
and it has all the communica¬ 
tions features of the other 
machines, including a full- 
duplex speakerphone in a 
home telephone center that 
supports simultaneous voice 
and data transfers over a single 
phone line. As with the Aptiva 
M50, you can leave the Ready

One of the first things you’ll 
notice about Hewlett-Packard’s 
Pavilion 7050 is its great styling:

The whole affair is 
very cool, compact, and easy 
to set up thanks to its color- 
coded cables and step-by-step 
instructions. 

The Pavilion 7050 comes 
with more than 40 preinstalled 
software packages, including 
its Windows shell Personal 
Page, which the kids will love. 
It looks like a page out of the 
Flintstones and divides appli¬ 
cations into different desktops 
according to class. One of the 
advantages of its Windows 95 
desktop is the clean look— 
everything is just a quick 
mouse click away. 

The new Pavilion line is 
competitively priced, but there 
are a few trade-offs, such as 
only 8MB of RAM, a 14.4Kbps 
modem, and FM synthesis in 
lieu of wavetable. 

Tough Choices If you 
want a fast computer and 
you’re willing to pay for it, 
the Ready 9522 and Starion 
940—which carry the highest 
sticker prices—are packed 


with enough goodies to make 
them worth the dough. 

The Aptiva M50 and Pavil¬ 
ion 7050 seem cheaper at first, 
but you’ll plunk down an extra 
$350 to bring their memory up 
to the 16MB needed to run 
Windows 95 comfortably. 
There’s no question that the 
Aptiva is the multimedia king, 
but it’s a low-slung desktop 
with an abundance of annoy¬ 
ing plastic panel doors. And 
unlike the minitowers, it can’t 
be upgraded. Even with its 
Mwave coprocessor, which 
frees the main processor of the 
multimedia burden, Aptiva’s 
Windows applications score 
was depressingly low. 

That brings us to the Pavilion 
7050. Its 14.4Kbps modem is a 
little slow for Internet cruising, 
and its communications center 
lacks simultaneous voice over 
data, but its overall roominess, 
solid construction, and multi- 
media monitor make it the PC 
we’d most like to cuddle up 
with at home.

size. The Copyjet’s front panel 
is easy to navigate because of its 
two-line LCD and clearly 
marked push-button controls. 

Copy Cat Photocopy out¬ 
put quality is excellent. From 
color photographs to random 
office objects like color pen¬ 
cils, the Copyjet’s output 
wowed us every time. Color 
reproduction is accurate on 
reduced or enlarged images. 
There are, however, a few 
drawbacks. There’s no sheet¬ 
feed tray, as you’ll find on 
basic copiers, so you have to 


manually place each page face¬ 
down on the glass. It also 
means that it won’t make five 
copies of your 8 : page presen¬ 
tation while you’re off enjoy¬ 
ing a long lunch.

Be prepared for a 
shock if you think 
Compaq’s new 
LTE 5000 is just 
another yawner upgrade to an 
aging line of portables. The 
machine has been redesigned 
from top to bottom. In fact, it’s 
teeming with so much new 
technology we’re a little sur¬ 
prised that it retains the old 
LTE moniker. 

The LTE 5000 is Compaq’s 
first foray into Pentium- 
powered notebooks. The 
machine features a big and 
bright 11.3-inch color display. 
It’s a full-featured multimedia 
machine with the same modu¬ 
larity as top-drawer portables 
such as IBM’s ThinkPad 
760CD (see “IBM’s Incredible 
Dream Machine,” November, 
page 56), Gateway 2000’s Solo 
S90 (see “Multimedia Travels 
Solo,” November, page 74), and 
Twinhead’s Slimnote 875TX. 

Brawn and Brains Even 
though the LTE 5000’s 
90MHz Pentium is already 
outflanked by IBM’s 120MHz 
models, it packs more than 
enough processing muscle for 
multimedia. As you’d expect, 
Compaq built plenty of raw 
CPU power into the LTE 
5000. There’s a 256K L2 cache 
and a speedy, high-resolution 
graphics accelerator running on 
a PCI local bus (256 colors at 
800-by-600-pixel resolution). 

The standard 8MB of RAM 
can be expanded to a whopping 
72MB. Drive options top out 
at 1.35GB. Better still, you can 
add a second drive by simply 
popping it into the expansion 
bay that can also hold a CD- 
ROM drive, floppy drive, or 
second battery. 

Multimedia is this machine’s 
province. The LTE 5000 fea¬ 
tures MPEG compression for 
video and animation tracks. 


And video-capture circuitry 
(with ports) is a standard fea¬ 
ture. IBM’s ThinkPad 760CD 
is the only other portable with 
this feature. The integrated 
speakers have surprisingly 
good depth and range, but as 
with all notebooks, you’ll want 
to tote along external speakers 
for complex sound tracks. 

Unfortunately, the LTE 
5000’s big 11.3-inch panel is 
available only in a dual-scan, 
passive-matrix model. Make no 
mistake: It’s bright and sharp, 
but the nature of the technol¬ 
ogy forces you to view it 
straight on rather than from an 
angle, limiting it to audiences of 
two. Its optional 10.4-inch thin 
film transistor (TFT) display is 


a better bet for road-bound pre¬ 
sentations. Incidentally, the 
double-speed CD-ROM drive 
seems a little archaic given its 
other high-end features. We’d 
love to see a quad-speed model 
offered as an option. 

Heavy Load To accommo¬ 
date the bigger display, the LTE 
5000 itself was increased to 9 by 
12.2 by 2 inches. And weighing 
in at 7.4 pounds, it harkens back 
to the days of laptops and 
throbbing shoulders. Such is the 
price for portable multimedia, 
although Gateway’s compara¬ 
ble Solo S90 weighs less. 

But the LTE 5000’s usability 
gets high marks. Its keyboard 
layout is excellent, although we

Celebris GL 5133ST, NEC’s 
PowerMate PI 33, and Quan¬ 
tex’s QP5/133—give you 
more reason than ever to buy a 
133MHz machine. 

Loaded with 512K of cache 
and an ultrafast Matrox MGA 
Millennium graphics controller, 
Digital’s Celebris led the pack 
in our performance tests. Close 
on its heels was NEC’s Power- 
Mate. AST’s Bravo and Quan¬ 
tex’s QP5/133 had nearly 
identical performance, both trail¬ 
ing behind the PowerMate’s. 

Room to Grow Sporting 
identical Caviar 1.6GB hard dri¬ 
ves from Western Digital, the 
Bravo, Celebris, and Power- 
Mate all offer more storage 
than was available in previous 
systems. Quantex’s QP5/133, 
however, offers Western Dig¬ 
ital’s smaller and slightly 
slower Caviar 1.2GB drive. 

All four 133MHz Pentium 
systems are packaged in 
industry-standard minitow¬ 
ers. But look beneath the sur¬ 
face and you’ll see huge 
differences. AST’s Bravo MS- 
T has a slick, well-built case, 
but its internal layout doesn’t 
measure up. To install periph¬ 
erals, you have to remove the 
bottom of the chassis, and two 
of the SIMM sockets are 
painful to reach. Digital 
included a proprietary CD- 
ROM drive that can’t be 
removed in the Celebris GL. 

Usability Extras The 
PowerMate’s design is the 
cleanest and most functional 
of the group. The side panels 
slide off smoothly, making it 


easy to access the jumpers, 
expansion slots, and memory. 
Every cable and connector on 
the PowerMate is color coded 
for fast and easy installation. 
You’ll even find a detailed 
poster describing everything 
included in the box—a nice 
touch. NEC also throws in an 
infrared transceiver, which 
provides two-way wireless 
communication with printers 
and notebooks. 

The layout of Quantex’s 
QP5/133 is almost as good as 
the PowerMate’s: All the slots 
and critical components are at 
your fingertips, and there’s 
room for expansion. 


For top-notch performance 
and network connectivity 
Digital’s Celebris GL is the 
clear winner, thanks to its 
built-in Ethernet controller. It 
costs more, but you may 
come out ahead if you factor 
in the cost of buying Ethernet 
cards and manually installing 
them to all your systems. If 
you’re looking for a system 
that offers solid performance, 
as well as easy setup and 
maintenance, consider NEC’s 
PowerMate PI 33. But if a low 
sticker price is your main con¬ 
sideration—there’s no need to 
look beyond Quantex’s

Texas Instruments’ Extensa 
Model 450 doesn’t look like the 
oversize, overweight, over¬ 
priced traveling theaters that 
big-name notebooks resemble. 
That’s because it isn’t. Its design 
is informed by a single idea: 
road-bound productivity. It’s 
positively retro. 

The $1,799 Model 450 (that 
price is not a typo) is the entry- 
level portable in the Extensa 
line. Outfitted with a 75MHz 
486DX4 processor, 4MB of 
RAM, and a 340MB hard drive, 
the machine is a bare-bones 
workhorse best suited for word 
processing and e-mail. 

Even so, the Extensa comes 
with a bright and beautiful 
10.4-inch dual-scan color 
screen, although a 9.4-inch thin 
film transistor (TFT) display is 
also available. The hard drive 
is removable. The floppy swaps 
out with an optional lithium- 
ion battery (strangely, the pri¬ 
mary battery is nickel-metal 
hydride) or with additional PC 
Card slots (there’s one Type II 
slot on the side of the machine). 
And a two-way infrared inter¬ 
face is standard. 

Take It Anywhere Even 
with all this, the machine 
weighs only 5 pounds and 
measures 8.2 by 11.7 by 1.7 
inches. You can easily tote it 
along on an afternoon shuttle 
flight to a neighboring city. 

The Extensa Model 450 
comes with Windows 95 pre- 
loaded, meaning you’ll want to 
bump up the base configuration 
of 4MB of RAM to at least 8MB 
(it’s expandable to 32MB). Bet¬ 
ter yet, you can opt for one of 
the Model 450’s slightly bigger, 
fuller-featured siblings. The 
Extensa Model 550CD is pow¬ 
ered by a 75MHz Pentium 
with a 256K L2 cache. And it 
features the same 10.4-inch, 
dual-scan color display that 
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comes with the Model 450. 

With the 550CD, a 10.4-inch 
TFT display is optional, and 
you get 1MB of VRAM, com¬ 
pared with the 450’s 512K. And 
as the 550CD’s name implies, it 
comes with a double-speed 
CD-ROM drive that swaps out 
with the floppy or a second bat¬ 
tery. Integrated 16-bit audio is 
standard. But because of these 
additional features, the weight 
of the 550CD jumps to 6.4 
pounds, its size expands to 9 by 
11.6 by 2.2 inches, and its price 
leaps to $2,999 with the TFT 
display. Even so, the 550CD is 
priced well below dozens of 
competing products. 

Heads Up Usability across 
the entire Extensa line is quite 
good. Keyboard layout is 


excellent, cursor controls are 
placed below the right Shift 
key, and dual Alt keys reside 
on either side of the space bar. 
The function keys are under¬ 
sized but accommodating, 
and key travel is short, 
although keyboard response 
is hardly impressive. 

The Extensa 450 uses a 
center-mounted touch pad, 
with the mouse keys residing 
at the bottom edge. The surface 
area on the pointer is smaller 
than on many notebooks, as is 
the wrist rest. But given the 
Extensa’s diminutive dimen¬ 
sions, these are sacrifices you’ll 
be happy to make. 

Instead of integrating the 
standard serial, VGA, and 
keyboard ports directly into

If you’re one of the estimated 30 
million mobile professionals in 
the United States, you’ve prob¬ 
ably suffered the headaches of 
wireless data and messaging 
technologies: protocol incom¬ 
patibilities, outrageously expen¬ 
sive and unreliable service, 
limited bandwidth, and more. 

Time to consider two 
emerging technologies: Air 
Communications’ AirCom¬ 
municator, a cellular smart 
phone and DTS Wireless’s 
Zap-it, a low-price messaging 
service for the RAM Mobile 
Data networks. 

Smart Cellular Envoy 
The AirCommunicator, which 
uses a cellular technology 
called AirTrue, goes beyond 
typical voice communication, 
letting you send and receive 
faxes and voice mail—even 
without a computer. By jack¬ 
ing into the serial port of a 
notebook PC, you can send 
and receive e-mail and data 
files, and go online. 

AirTrue is a systems-level, 
single-ended protocol (which 
means it works with non- 
AirTrue devices as well) that 
interprets and processes cellu¬ 
lar messages so your connec¬ 
tion continues despite cell 
hops, short signal losses, power 
shifts, and fraud audits. While 
other cellular technologies, 
such as Cellular Digital Packet 
Data (CDPD) and Time Dis¬ 
count Multiple Access 
(TDMA), show great promise, 
they’re years from matching 
the prevalence of cellular net¬ 
works. Digital protocols for 
these cellular networks—such 
as proprietary, two-sided ones 
like MNP-10 and Enhanced 
Throughput Cellular (ETC)— 
are available, but they lack the 
performance, interoperability, 
and reliability of AirTrue. 

Air Communications also 


offers AirCommunicator Lite 
for $695, and AirCommunica¬ 
tor Executive, which has more 
memory and a longer battery 
life, for $975. But the true 
long-term cost is in cellular 
service, which, on a nation¬ 
wide average, varies from 15 
cents to 45 cents per minute, in 
addition to monthly service 
fees, which range from $20 to 
$65 a month. 

Affordable RAM Radio 

DTS Wireless’s Zap-it service 
takes a different approach. 
Instead of using cellular net¬ 
works, Zap-it taps into the 
RAM Mobile Data network. 
This service lets you store and 
send (but not receive) faxes; 
receive and send e-mail; and 
reply to and receive pages using 


RAM Mobile Data-compatible 
wireless modems. 

With the Zap-it software, 
used in tandem with your 
Windows or DOS PC, the 
Zap-it wireless service offers 
fax confirmation, broadcasting, 
and scheduling. Plus, Zap-it 
gives you a personalized Inter¬ 
net address, a toll-free pager 
number, and the ability to send 
alphanumeric pages to local, 
regional, and nationwide pag¬ 
ing services. Best of all, Zap-it 
offers a unique text-to-speech 
message-delivery service that 
converts any text to a comput¬ 
erized voice message, which 
can then be delivered to any 
phone number. The message 
sounds as though it’s being 
read by a Russian cyborg, but

Imagine the look on your 
boss’s face when he learns that 
you ordered a $7,000 notebook. 
Worth the laugh? Here’s a bet¬ 
ter idea: Get the same power 
and usability of the high-priced 
notebook, but for less than 
$3,500. This is the thinking 
behind the WinBook XP. 

The machine’s forte is its 
scalability; you buy only as 
much notebook as you need. 
Consider the bargain work¬ 
horse model: a 50MHz 
486DX2 with 8MB of RAM, 
520MB hard drive, dual-scan 
passive-matrix display that 
supports 8-bit color, and 
14.4Kbps fax modem. Now 
add the optional 16-bit audio 
(there are dual stereo speakers, 
a standard set of adapters, and 
an integrated microphone). 
The damage? A mere $1,979. 

Step up to the high-end Win¬ 
Book XP with a 100MHz 
DX4, and you’ll get a whop¬ 
ping 16MB of RAM, an 810MB 
hard drive, and a 10.4-inch thin 
film transistor (TFT) color dis¬ 
play that offers support for 16- 
bit color for just $3,079. 
Additional options include 
hard drives of either 463MB or 
771MB. Pentium versions of 
the WinBook (90MHz and 
120MHz) are also available. 

No Hidden Costs Usabil¬ 
ity is solid on all of the systems. 
All models come with a Lex¬ 
mark eraser-head pointing 
stick, or you can opt for an 
Alps GlidePoint touch pad 
($80) or a 19mm Logitech 
trackball ($30).

Dock It The 10.4-inch 
active-matrix display is bright 
with radiant hues, although 


glare on the panel is distracting. 
Also, it currently supports only 
640-by-480-pixel resolution 
with 256 colors, a standard 
that’s quickly being superseded 
by higher-resolution 800-by- 
600 displays. In other words, 
you won’t confuse it for a pre¬ 
sentation machine. Still, the 
WinBook XP shoehorns an 
impressively large display into a 
machine that measures only 8.5 
by 11.3 by 1.7 inches and 
weighs a mere 6.1 pounds. It’s 
small and light enough to travel 
with you even on short hops.

Two of 
the four, Emissary and Internet- 
Suite, are completely inte¬ 
grated so that all of their 
features are available from a 
single set of menus and con¬ 
trols. In Explore 2.0 and Inter- 
jhflet Chameleon 4.5, the pieces 
aren’t as tightly coupled. 

The Basics Quarterdeck’s 
InternetSuite provides the per¬ 
fect feature set for novices—a 
Web browser; an e-mail-news- 
group reader; and FTP, Ping, 
and Telnet support. It’s easy to 
set up, and you can configure 
InternetSuite for either dial-up 
service through one of five 
independent service providers, 
or direct connection via your 
LAN by simply entering your 
gateway address. 

InternetSuite doesn’t have a 
Gopher-specific feature, but it 
doesn’t really need one: You 
can access Gopher sites 
through its Web browser or 
FTP. Or you can download 
files via the browser, but 
there’s no visual feedback 
about download progress as 
you’ll find in Netscape’s Nav¬ 
igator, and you’re better off 
using the easy, drag-and-drop

FTP interface to grab files. 

We found the Message 
Center’s integrated e-mail 
and newsgroup readers to be 
top-notch. You can copy 
Clipboard text into the Mes¬ 
sage Center, attach zipped 
files to messages, and easily 
forward and reply to mes¬ 
sages. It works a lot like the 
Exchange client in Windows 
95. Message Center is also 
useful for keeping up with 
and managing newsgroup 
subscriptions and postings. 
Best of all, InternetSuite costs 


only $39, and it includes a free 
month of service through 
NetCom. Experts, however, 
want a heavier-duty package. 

Everything Net Internet 
Chameleon 4.5 is the most 
feature-packed of this bunch, 
with 18 applications that sup¬ 
port hundreds of features. But 
do you really need it all? 
Beginners probably won’t. 
Serious Net-heads will. 
Installation is a five-minute 
process, and it takes another

The best thing about Inter¬ 
net Chameleon is its tight inte¬ 
gration with NetManage’s 
popular Ecco Pro 3.0 personal 
information manager (see 
“Contact Management Meets 
the Net,” September, page 
116). Ecco Pro’s Internet 
Address Book is a great way to 
manage your Web wanderings. 
Using Newt Shooter, you can 
quickly surf and add sites to 
your Internet Address Book in 
one click. And registered users 
can surf over to NetManage’s 
home page for Address Book 
updates. This feature in partic¬ 
ular is reminiscent of Delrina’s 
$199 CommSuite 95 (see 
“One-Click Internet, E-mail, 
and Fax,” November, page 83), 
which includes a Windows 95 
browser, Internet utilities, and 
a guidebook of Internet 
addresses. Unlike any of the 
Internet suites reviewed here, 
however, CommSuite 95 also 
includes hooks for managing 
your faxes, BBS connections, 
and other telephony options. 

Agent Internet Wollon- 


providing reliable TCP/IP prod¬ 
ucts with Emissary, which we 
reviewed in beta. Emissary 
incorporates a Web browser, an 
e-mail-newsgroup reader, and 
FTP programs into a single Win¬ 
dows 95 Explorer-like interface. 

Emissary uses an architec¬ 
ture called Client Object Link¬ 
ing Technology (COLT), 
which allows it to support and 
integrate a variety of client 
objects—making it easy to plug 
in new features and services. 
Emissary’s browser automati¬ 
cally inputs http:// when 
you’re accessing a Web site; 
you’ll never have to type those 


seven characters again. And 
Emissary is the only one of the 
four products we reviewed to 
support OLE 2.0, so you can 
drag and drop between Inter¬ 
net applications on your desk¬ 
top. It will also be available for 
both dial-up connections 
(Emissary Internet Edition) 
and LAN connections (Emis¬ 
sary Desktop Edition). 

Explore the Options 
Explore 2.0 almost matches 
Internet Chameleon’s com¬ 
prehensive feature set, but it’s 
not nearly as well integrated. 
Setting up an account with an 
independent service provider 
like MCI or Portal was fairly 
easy, but it required some 
background experience in set¬ 
ting up TCP/IP stacks. And if 
you already have a TCP/IP 
stack loaded (for example, 
with Windows 95), Explore 
doesn’t bother installing 
another one. (IntemetSuite 
installs one for you even if 
you already have one in 
place.) This added benefit sim¬ 
plifies things considerably. 

You can choose from more 
than a dozen typical Internet 
features, including e-mail, 
newsgroups, FTP, and Telnet; 
there’s also a basic Web 
browser that the company 
licensed from Spyglass. Most of 
the features—especially the 
news and e-mail tools—are 
functional, but Spartan. 


Competing Factors All 

four of these Internet suites 
compete indirectly with a 
smattering of features from 
commercial online services, 
including America Online, 
CompuServe, Microsoft Net¬ 
work, and Prodigy. You’ll 
also find similar features in 
Spry’s trio of Internet prod¬ 
ucts: Internet in a Box, Mosaic 
in a Box, and Internet Office. 

If all you want to do on the 
Internet is browse the Web, 
these full-featured Internet 
suites are overkill. You’re bet¬ 
ter off choosing Netscape’s 
Navigator Personal Edition 
and signing up with a local ser¬ 
vice provider. But for full 
access to the entire Internet— 
newsgroups, e-mail, and FTP 
sites included—Quarterdeck’s 
IntemetSuite is easily the best 
starter kit. More experienced 
Internet users should consider 
Emissary. Ecco Pro fans, 
meanwhile, will like the inte¬ 
gration offered by Internet 
Chameleon. Also ahead is 
Netscape’s Navigator 2.0, 
which will offer unmatched 
HTML 3.0 support, embedded 
objects, and better bookmarks, 
e-mail, newsgroups, and chat 
support. Emissary, Explore 
2.0, Internet Chameleon 4.5, 
and IntemetSuite are nice, but 
if Netscape has its way with 
Navigator 2.0, their days are

Would you shell out $995 for a 
glimpse of your business’ finan¬ 
cial future? If so, look into Busi¬ 
ness Matters’ Cashe, a powerful 
financial-planning and forecast¬ 
ing tool for medium- to large- 
size businesses. While other 
forecasting tools are no more 
than Excel templates, Cashe 
goes far beyond the spread¬ 
sheet metaphor. 

Chief financial officers will 
love this product. They’ll 
plunge right in and start crank¬ 
ing out insightful financial fore¬ 
casts of up to seven years. Not a 
CFO, but in charge of finances 
anyway? If you already have a 
fair amount of financial knowl¬ 
edge, the help documentation 
provides background informa¬ 
tion so you can better use this 
high-end financial planner. It’s 
not the step-by-step Wizard¬ 
like tutorial we were looking 
for, but it’s a nice start. 

What You Put Into It 
Begin by entering your pro¬ 
jected goals, the number of 
years you want to forecast, 
and your company’s financial 
data—from highly specific 
equipment-upgrade costs to 
more general sales revenues, 
and everything in between. 
Cashe then meshes these num¬ 
bers with preloaded data, like 
your Standard Industrial Clas¬ 
sification (if you don’t know 
what yours is, Cashe helps 
you figure it out), and state- 
specific tax information. It also 
runs a series of detailed what-if 
analysis reports. 

The beauty of the program 
is its flexibility: You can enter 
your data down to the penny, 
or simply fill in how much 
you spent and how much you 
made. You decide the amount 
of data to include. Of course, 
the more financial data you 
provide, the more insightful 
the forecast will be. 




Cashing In: Cashe is a first-of- 
its-kind financial analysis and 
forecasting package.

In other words, it tells you 
how your business measures 
up against the competition. 
Cashe also gives you informa¬ 
tion on the exact dollar value 
of your business, how various 
changes and scenarios will 
affect your business, and how 
much income you need to 
generate in order to achieve 
various levels of profitability.

Adobe’s Acrobat 2.1 and 
Common Ground 2.0 for Win¬ 
dows both get the job done, 
but each has different strengths. 
Common Ground is easier to 
use and its documents are easily 
distributed. Acrobat has supe¬ 
rior PostScript handling and is 
a smart choice for Web pub¬ 
lishers and graphic artists. 

Great Imitations Both 
products convert any docu¬ 
ment while keeping the page 
layout intact—regardless of 
graphics and text formatting— 
into a compact document that 
anyone who has the appropri¬ 
ate viewer can open, annotate, 
and search. Both the Common 
Ground and Acrobat viewers 
are free and widely available. 
Download them from PC 
Computing’s online sites (see 
details on page 366). Other 
similar features include pass¬ 
word protection, live Web 
links, and links to other parts 
of the document. And both 
keep the electronic document 
files small: Each reduces a 
1-page document full of graph¬ 
ics and fancy fonts to less than 
20K of memory. 

For e-mailing a single docu¬ 
ment to several people, Com¬ 
mon Ground is the better 
choice. Unlike Acrobat, it 
embeds the viewer directly into 
the document, and the recipient 


simply double-clicks on the 
document to open it. Common 
Ground uses a technology 
called DigitalPaper, which 
reproduces everything to the 
pixel, regardless of format or 
font. Acrobat, on the other 
hand, uses Adobe Type Man¬ 
ager and occasionally substi¬ 
tutes fonts—but people with 
untrained eyes won’t notice. 

Pushing the Standard 
Acrobat is quickly becoming 
the standard. Expect to see it 
embedded in the next version 
of Netscape’s Navigator, the 
market-leading Web browser. 

With the various products 
in the Acrobat line, you can set 
up a complete electronic 
library that’s text-searchable— 
even over networks. It also 


creates links from one Acrobat 
document to another. If high- 
quality graphics are essential, 
you’ll want the Acrobat Pro 
package, which includes Dis¬ 
tiller, a utility that converts 
PostScript files to PDF format. 

Acrobat is the best choice 
for Web publishers, graphic 
artists, and businesspeople 
who need a scalable document- 
management solution. Com¬ 
mon Ground is easier to use 
and lets you embed viewers 
into documents, but it offers 
fewer features than Acrobat. If 
you’re interested only in elec¬ 
tronically distributing docu¬ 
ments, go with Common 
Ground 2.0. If you need a more 
advanced solution, Acrobat 2.1

ARE ALL Y34 28.8 MODEMS 
CREATED EQUAL? 

That was the question tackled by two independent 
testing labs — TeleQuality Associates of Golden, 

Colorado, and Henderson Communications 
Laboratories, Inc. of Moreno Valley California. 

While each testing facility used a different methodolo¬ 
gy and tested different units, both set out to rate the 
performance of the popular, best-selling external V34 
modems. Compatibility, connect rates, and how often 
maximum speeds were reached and maintained, were 
documented. The labs analyzed how effectively each 
manufacturer engineered its Y34 modems, and how 
well each one realized the potential of this new tech¬ 
nology under real-world conditions. 

All units were comparably equipped and the latest 
version available. To eliminate any bias that might 
occur when testing between like modems, i.e. Sportster 
to Sportster, all tests by both labs employed a full com¬ 
patibility test matrix: every modem was tested with 
every modem. In order to do well, each modem would 
have to successfully handle the quirks of all the others in 
both answer and originate modes. 

First, an overview of TeleQuality's procedures: 

The connect success rate tests were made with low, 
medium and high signal levels and incrementally var¬ 
ied noise from low to high. These tests were repeated 
over both a good (flat attenuation) and a bad (high 
rolloff 3002) phone line. All modems were pushed to 
their functional limits with 15 call cycles performed at 
each signal-to-noise (SNR) point. The percentage of suc¬ 
cessful connections for each SNR point was measured 
and graphed for all combinations of modems. 

The performance tests were completed with the same 
types of phone lines, under the same SNR conditions 
using a highly compressible file transferred in both direc¬ 
tions simultaneously. Again, the speed of the error-free 
data transfer was measured and graphed for all phone 
line and SNR points on all combinations of modems. 

What follows on these two pages is a closer look at 
the results of the TeleQuality testing. On the back page 
are highlights of the Henderson test results. 

In both tests the bottom line says the same thing: 
buy a Sportster.

- error-free throughput. This measure yields a perfor¬ 
mance profile more indicative of true user satisfaction — 
where connecting at optimum speeds with other 
modems is preferable to connecting at slower data rates. 

I Connection success rates and throughput scores 
were combined and normalized to establish a top per¬ 
formance standard (100) in order to show the relative 
Iris connectivity scores of each modem.

These results showed a great variability in the con¬ 
nectivity of the modems studied. The U.S. Robotics 
Sportster outperformed all other modems in the test 
fficiaj% demonstrating its ability to consistently connect 
at optimum speeds. Differences were quite dramatic 
with scores for other modems in the study falling 
from 18% to 64% below that of the Sportster.

Throughput refers to the maximum amount of data 
a given modem can transmit over the widest variety 
of line conditions. Given perfect circumstances, any 
modem can reach its top speeds and maximum 
throughput. But end-users do not have the luxury of 
controlling conditions. Many variables can effect line 
quality, from geography to simple random channel 
assignment upon dial-in. Whatever hurdles may 
be present to impair maximum throughput, better 
modems sense them and initiate countermeasures to 
insure peak performance over the widest variety of 
line conditions.

Each modem was tested for send/receive throughput 
in paired combination with every other modem including itself. 


The study found that some modems performed 
significantly better than others in this regard. The top 
performing modems effectively dealt with connection 
variables and line noise levels to deliver higher maxi¬ 
mum throughput. In this test, U.S. Robotics' Sportster 
delivered the most data over the widest variety of line 
conditions — up to 177% better than other modems.

Modems: The Speed You Need 


T en million people will surf the Internet for the first time 
this year. Some will use a commercial service like Amer¬ 
ica Online. Others will take a more direct route with 
Internet service providers like UUNet, Pipeline, and Netcom. 
Regardless of how you jump on the Net, you’ll probably need 
a modem. Two types—-V.34 (analog) and ISDN (integrated 


services digital network, or digital) offer per¬ 
formance gains that make the Net palatable. 

Just six months ago, most of the online 
services didn’t even offer 28.8Kbps (V.34) 
connections. Today V.34 is commonplace, 
as are the modems that support it. Look 
for backward compatibility with standards 
like V.32, V.32 bis, and CClTT Group 3 
fax to make sure you can communicate 
with everyone all the time. 

V.34 modems are perfect for zipping 


around an online service or the Internet, 
and for downloading files. Actually, the 
average connection rate isn’t 28.8Kbps— 
it’s closer to 26Kbps or 24Kbps. But even 
at that speed, a 1MB file comes down the 
wire quickly—in about 6 minutes. 

If you need peppy Net connections or 
remote access/control, ISDN may be your 
answer. At speeds of 64Kbps or faster, 
ISDN runs up to four times as fast as some 
analog modems. And, depending on the 


adapter, you can also combine two 64Kbps 
lines for a total bandwidth of 128Kbps'. An 
ISDN adapter attaches to your system via 
the serial port, just like a regular modem. 
You’ll have to see if your phone company 
and service provider offer ISDN service, 
and if you can get it wired to your home or 
office for a reasonable price. 

Select an ISDN adapter that supports all 
of the analog standards—including V.34, 
V.32 bis, and V.32—and the new V. 120 
ISDN standard in one unit. That way you’ll 
have to install only one device. Make sure it 
has a built-in network terminator. (NT 1). 
Many units still rely on a separate, external 
NTl that takes up space, is expensive, arid 
can be hard to configure. Investigate what it 
will take to set up the adapter. ISDN is 
still in its infancy and needs improvement 
in usability. For many, however, the speed 
is worth it. adam meyerson
